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CARE  AND  CULTURE 

THE  GLADIOLUS  can  be  successfully  grown  in  practically  any  part  of  our  U.  S. 
They  are  easily  grown  and  respond  wonderfully  to  a  little  attention,  such  as 
timely  watering  and  cultivation.  They  will  adapt  themselves  to  most  any  garden 
and  will  be  found  doing  much  better  than  most  flowers  with  an  equal  amount  of 
effort  by  the  grower,  be  they  amateur  or  professional. 

THE  PACKAGE  when  received  should  be  opened  at  once  to  admit  air  directly 
on  bulbs — store  in  cool,  dry  and  frost-proof  place  until  planting  time. 

SOIL — Any  good  garden  soil  is  very  satisfactory;  it  is  important  that  the  soil 
should  not  be  worked  when  wet,  and  should  be  kept  pliable  at  all  times  during 
the  growing  season. 

LOCATION— They  will  not  do  their  best  in  too  much  shade.  They  enjoy  being 
planted  in  rows  or  in  beds ;  they  are  valuable  in  the  landscape,  putting  clumps  of 
all  one  color  or  mixed  at  suitable  points  for  the  desired  effect.  The  ground  should 
be  well  drained  for  best  results. 

DISINFECTING — Precautionary  measures  guarding  against  insect  pests  and  bulb 
troubles  are  very  effective  and  most  economical.  The  garden  should  be  cleaned 
and  the  old  tops  of  gladiolus  as  well  as  the  tops  of  other  plants  and  other  refuse 
should  be  raked  up  and  burned.  The  storage  room  should  be  clean  and  disin¬ 
fected  as  well  as  the  bulb  containers  before  using  them  to  store  bulbs  over 
winter.  Disinfecting  all  bulbs  before  planting  is  an  easy  task  and  is  advisable  as  it 
will  practically  eliminate  any  disease  or  insect  pest.  I  offer  but  one  method:  this 
accomplishes  all  in  one  operation;  use  at  the  rate  of  one  ounce  of  Bichloride  of 
Mercury  poison  to  10  gallons  water  (B.  of  M.  is  more  soluable  in  warm  water), 
soak  from  8  to  10  hours,  the  night  before  planting,  (not  necessary  to  remove 
husks)  ;  they  may  be  planted  wet.  Use  non-metallic  container  for  the  B.  of  M. 

PLANTING — Have  soil  loose ;  make  trench  or  hole  deep  enough  so  that  bulbs 
can  be  covered  with  three  inches  of  dirt,  (sandy  soil,  five  inches)  ;  plant  bulbs 
three  inches  apart  in  the  row.  If  fertilizer  is  used  at  planting  time,  keep  at  least 
two  inches  from  bulb,  by  covering  bulb  with  dirt  before  adding  the  fertilizer. 

WATER  and  CULTIVATION — Water  thoroughly  so  that  it  will  soak  down  to 
the  bulb,  at  least  once  a  week,  but  count  a  good  rain  as  one,  cultivate  thoroughly 
next  day  if  not  sticky. 

THE  FLOWER — If  you  wish  to  cut  the  flower  do  it  when  the  first  flower  opens 
wide,  to  get  a  nice  spike  with  it,  slide  the  knife  down  close  to  spike  on  one  side, 
stopping  six  to  eight  inches  from  ground,  then  slide  it  down  the  opposite  side 
giving  knife  a  twist  at  the  bottom  to  remove  spike  with  flowers;  this  operation 
cuts  leaves  from  spike  but  they  remain  on  the  plant,  which  is  essential  to  properly 
mature  the  bulb. 

CROOKED  SPIKES— These  are  frequently  caused  by  permitting  the  spikes  to 
lean  at  an  angle,  nature  will  then  start  the  upper  portion  of  the  spike  to  grow 
straight  up  again  which  gives  it  a  crook;  the  leaning  comes  from  wind,  heavy 
rain,  buds,  etc.  A  warm  night  after  a  rain  or  heavy  watering  produces  ideal 
growing  conditions.  A  spike  of  a  very  fast  growing  variety  will  grow  from  one 
to  three  inches  under  such  conditions,  producing  naturally  a  soft  growth,  which 
should  have  two  or  three  days  to  strengthen.  However,  if  a  “hot”  sun  strikes 
this  growth  the  next  morning  it  will  soften  and  sag,  only  to  start  growing  erect 
again  in  the  cool  of  the  evening,  and  leaving  the  crook  in  the  spike. 

HARVESTING — Bulbs  should  be  ready  to  dig  three  to  six  weeks  after  blooming 
or  dig  when  foliage  starts  to  turn  brown.  Loosen  bulb  with  fork  or  other  tool  and 
bulb  will  lift  out  by  the  top — shake  dirt  off — cut  tops  off  close  to  bulb,  let  bulb 
fall  in  clean  container  (three  inches  deep),  pile  up  tops  for  burning.  Let  bulbs 
cure  three  to  six  weeks  in  a  dry,  airy,  frost-proof  place,  stir  occasionally  for  thor¬ 
ough  drying — they  must  be  dry.  When  ready,  the  old  root  should  snap  off  easily, 
leaving  bulb  clean ;  now  store  away  for  winter  in  containers  (boxes  or  bags)  not 
over  four  inches  deep,  in  a  cool,  dry,  frost-proof  place.

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FORCING  GLADIOLUS 

The  many  requests  we  receive  for  information  of  various  kinds  on  “forcing” 
gladiolus  has  prompted  us  to  offer  it  in  our  catalog.  We  have  for  many  years, 
supplied  bulbs  for  (greenhouse  growing)  forcing — this  has  been  a  very  large  part 
of  our  business  and  we  have  enjoyed  healthy  progress.  This  progress  is  due  al¬ 
most  entirely  we  believe  to  the  quality  of  stock  we  send  out  and  the  varieties  we 
recommend  for  forcing.  Our  quality  has  been  grown,  dug  and  cured,  using  the 
most  scientific  equipment,  methods  and  operations  that  only  years  of  study  and 
experience  will  produce.  Our  experience  in  producing  excellent  stock  for  forcing 
has  been  materially  aided  by  the  fact  that  we  ourselves  grow  glads  under  glass.  In 
the  Spring  of  1935  we  grew  over  225,000  for  cut-flowers — this  does  not  include  our 
large  number  of  varieties  planted  in  trial  beds.  Of  equal  importance  to  the  quality 
of  stock,  is  the  selection  of  varieties  for  forcing.  One  trial  is  not  sufficient  proof 
of  a  variety  being  a  consistent  producer  of  good  flowers  nor  is  a  variety  good  be¬ 
cause  it  is  new,  nor  are  all  old  varieties  undesirable.  It  is  therefor  with  confidence 
that  we  offer  our  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  being  particularly  helpful 
to  those  forcing  Gladiolus. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS— SOIL,  FERTILIZERS  AND  PLANTING 

Our  first  plantings  (in  Northern  Ohio)  are  made  January  20.  We  plant  from 
then  up  to  February  20,  which  will  carry  our  blooming  period  into  early  July;  at 
this  time  the  first  of  the  outside  stock  should  be  ready,  then,  too,  this  is  an  oppor¬ 
tune  season  to  prepare  benches  for  your  other  crops.  We  have  not  met  with  much 
success  planting  earlier  than  this. 

January  and  February  are  as  a  rule  rather  cloudy  and  even  our  Jan.  20  plant¬ 
ing  was  materially  slowed  up  this  past  season  because  of  the  scaricty  of  sun  light. 
The  sun  light  in  my  opinion  is  a  necessity;  so  beware  of  even  partial  shade 
from  trees,  sheds  or  walls. 

Real  success  is  much  more  certain  of  attainment  when  the  previous  crop  has 
been  completely  removed  and  the  soil  thoroughly  worked.  If  soil  is  good,  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  fertilizer  is  not  necessary,  however,  it  is  desirable  to  have  the  soil  of  a 
slightly  acid  test.  This  may  be  attained  easily  by  the  addition  of  sulphur  phos¬ 
phate.  Add  about  1  lb.  to  the  square  yard,  assuming  that  your  soil  is  of  the  proper 
depth,  which  incidentally  it  should  be.  Average  soil  depending  upon  its  fertility 
can  stand  about  2  lbs.  of  super  phosphate,  or  about  2  lbs.  of  bone  meal  or  2-12-6 
fertilizers,  where  the  soil  is  in  need  of  it.  NOTE:  Do  not  use  nitrate  or  any  fer¬ 
tilizer  that  contains  nitrate  on  good  soil,  and  not  over2%  on  average  soil. 
Gladiolus  do  not  want  an  over-rich  soil. 

In  planting,  the  bulbs  should  be  spaced  not  closer  than  6x6,  that  is  rows  6" 
apart  and  6 "  in  the  row ;  many  failures  come  from  crowding  the  planting.  The 
bulbs  should  be  covered  with  not  less  than  2"  of  dirt ;  the  spike  of  bloom  comes 
through  the  new  bulb ;  it  in  turn  is  formed  on  top  of  the  old  one,  and  has  a 
larger  spreading  root  system,  hence  depth  is  required. 

Gladiolus  will  need  strings  or  wire.  If  your  previous  crop  was  wired  leave 
them,  if  convenient,  as  they  will  do.  If  new  is  used  have  it  about  24"  high.  This 
will  facilitate  the  cutting.  Frequent  cultivation  is  very  important;  the  soil  then 
keeps  in  perfect  condition.  Frequent  watering  is  also  important.  Soil  should  never 
be  permitted  to  become  dry  or  to  show  the  signs  of  poor  drainage  and  ventilation. 
A  temperature  of  50°  F.  should  be  kept  for  at  least  two  weeks  after  planting. 
This  permits  of  the  much  required  root  growth  before  the  spike  starts.  It  is  en¬ 
tirely  possible  to  grow  six  or  more  inches  of  top  without  root  development,  but  it 
is  most  undesirable  if  you  want  good  flowers.  The  temperature  after  the  first  two 
weeks  should  be  raised  gradually  to  65°  F.  Too  much  heat  and  more  especially  at 
the  outset  will  produce  tall,  spindly,  weak  plants. 

If  maximum  results  in  flower  size  are  desirable  and  profitable,  an  application 
of  liquid  nitrate  when  watering  will  be  very  helpful.  It  should  be  done  when  the 
spike  is  well  formed  or  about  ready  to  show  color.  In  using  nitrate  at  this  time 
your  spike  will  not  be  inclined  to  go  spindly  or  weak  and  the  flower  will  be  fed 
just  when  it  needs  it.  The  weak  spike  always  produces  poor  and  weak  flowers 
and  only  a  few  buds  to  a  spike. 

I  have  stated  that  the  best  results  are  obtained  by  removing  entirely  the  old 
crop  before  planting  gladiolus.  However,  it  frequently  happens  that  the  old  crop 
is  not  quite  through  and  it  is  time  to  plant  the  gladiolus ;  we  have  had  very  de¬ 
sirable  results  planting  between  rows  of  snapdragons,  carnations,  etc.,  spacing  the 
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bulbs  6"  apart  in  the  bulb  row,  later  removing  the  old  crops  as  soon  as  possible. 
In  fact  some  of  our  trials  have  permitted  us  to  cut  very  desirable  glads  in  early 
June  and  still  be  getting  stragglers  from  the  previous  crop.  However,  this  is 
not  recommended. 

The  Gladiolus  in  this  section  when  forced  to  come  in  during  the  latter  part 
of  May  through  June  and  up  to  early  July,  when  other  flowers  are  scarce,  has 
proven  a  most  valuable  crop.  However,  even  this  season  is  no  exception.  The 
quality  must  be  there ;  the  florist  will  then  be  proud  to  send  them  out  and  there 
is  no  trouble  disposing  of  them  and  at  a  profit. 

In  this  section  the  value  of  lean-to  cold  frames  can  hardly  be  over-estimated 
and  we  know  of  no  more  valuable  crop  than  the  gladiolus  to  use  in  them.  We 
plant  in  early  March  and  always  cut  an  excellent  crop  at  an  opportune  time, 
namely,  late  June  and  early  July,  just  as  those  from  the  houses  are  finishing  up. 
We  have  been  unable  to  find  a  case  where  bulbs  from  some  remote  state  grown 
in  sand  and  early  harvested  have  in  any  way  proven  superior  to  our  own  in  ap¬ 
pearance  or  in  the  production  of  high  class  cut  flowers.  We  are  not  alone  in  this 
opinion.  Our  Departments  of  Agriculture  are  of  the  same  opinion  and  add  that 
the  best  bulbs  are  grown  on  a  good  loam  soil.  This  fact  no  doubt  accounts  for 
much  inconsistent  advertising  to  the  contrary. 

Where  there  has  been  thrip,  a  thorough  disinfection  of  the  houses  is  neces¬ 
sary;  in  treating  bulbs  Bichloride  of  Mercury  is  one  of  the  best  methods  and 
comparatvely  simple  in  operation  compared  to  many.  However,  all  forms  of 
mercury  treatment  has  a  tendency  to  slow  up  the  blooming  date  a  trifle.  Close 
watch  should  be  kept  of  the  young  plants  when  from  six  to  ten  inches  high  ;  if 
thrip  show,  this  is  the  time  to  control  them  and  not  when  the  plant  has  its  full 
growth — for  this,  ROTOTOX  has  proven  very  effective. 

VARIETIES 

A  full  color  description  will  be  found  in  the  General  List  for  each  variety.  We 
offer  a  list  of  desirable  varieties  for  forcing  under  two  headings,  Good  and  Medi¬ 
ocre.  Under  the  heading  of  Mediocre  are  many  varieties  that  force  quite  well  that 
have  come  into  general  use  partially  because  there  is  not  a  variety  better  in  its 
color  closs  or  low  enough  in  price ;  there  are  varieties  that  have  shortcomings  in 
both  classes,  as  perfection  has  hardly  been  attained.  However,  improvements  are 
very  noticeable  in  many  of  the  newer  varieties.  Under  the  heading  of  Good  are 
included  only  such  varieties  as  are  dependable  and  force  easily,  producing  the 
best  of  flowers  on  equally  good,  strong  stems.  We  strongly  recommend  No.  1  size 
with  No.  2  a  second  choice.  Smaller  sizes  do  not  force  well  and  require  longer. 

WHITES— Among  the  whites  Albatross  is  no  doubt  the  best,  a  fine  pure  white 
and  early  on  a  tall  spike — lily-like  flowers,  and  very  well  liked.  Joerg’s  White  has 
a  noticeable  throat  mark,  grows  a  strong  spike  and  produces  very  good  flowers. 
Maid  of  Orleans,  a  creamy  white,  is  rather  high  in  price  this  year  and  is  therefore 
not  catalogued — it  will,  however,  be  one  of  the  best ;  it  forces  very  well.  Albania 
is  still  asked  for  by  many  for  their  white,  but  is  short  with  a  blush  of  pink  at 
times.  Carmen  Sylva  is  not  as  consistent  in  producing  good  spikes  as  some,  but 
they  are  some  taller  than  Albania.  White  Butterfly,  a  primulinus,  is  a  nice  soft 
white,  small  flower  and  willowy  stem  which  some  like  in  a  limited  quantity. 
Tiffany — creamy  white,  a  little  short  with  medium  sized  flowers. 

LIGHT  PINKS — Betty  Joy — very  delicate  light  pink  that  forces  nicely,  producing 
a  very  desirable  spike.  Break  O’Day — early  soft  pink  and  cream,  tall  willowy 
spike,  one  that  is  generally  well  liked  and  dependable.  Giant  Nymph — soft  rose 
pink  with  cream  throat ;  an  old  favorite.  Los  Angeles — tall  pink  that  is  very  con¬ 
sistent  in  producing  its  spikes  and  flowers  under  glass  and  still  well  liked.  Mrs. 
P.  W.  Sisson— a  beautiful  cameo  pink  with  large  flowers,  strong  spikes  and  very 
popular.  Annie  Laurie — a  beautiful  refined  light  pink;  grows  rather  short  with 
small  flowers.  Phaenomen — an  early  pink  and  delicate  cream  primulinus,  not  as 
dependable  as  some  nor  as  tall,  but  nice.  Rita  Beck— light  pink,  strong  spike  of 
large  flowers,  forces  but  mediocre,  otherwise  a  very  desirable  variety.  Yvonne— 
an  early  large  light  flower  practically  white  with  rose  throat  marks,  only  fairly 
dependable  as  a  forcer. 

MEDIUM  PINKS— Phyllis  McQuiston  — pure  pink,  large  flowers  on  an  always 
tall,  erect  spike,  very  dependable  and  one  that  is  certain  to  become  most  popular 
and  widely  known.  Picardy— shrimp  ping,  large  flowers  ;  the  spike  is  tall,  strong. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  popular.  Mildred  Louise— strawberry  pink,  tall  with  large

flowers,  and  another  very  desirable  variety.  Sheila — early  salmon  pink — not  as 
tall  as  the  three  foregoing  varieties,  but  not  a  short  grower — very  consistent  and 
has  been  used  as  a  forcer  for  years. 

PINK-APRICOT — Betty  Nuthall — very  popular  though  late,  produces  tall  erect 
spikes  consistently,  with  warm  apricot  to  pink  flowers,  one  of  the  best  and  enjoys 
a  real  popularity.  Apricot  Glow — tall  apricot  on  willowy  spikes,  nice  sized  flow¬ 
ers,  a  very  desirable  shade  and  has  a  large  use  as  a  forcer,  but  does  better  in  the 
cold  frames.  Ming  Toy — an  old  variety  that  falls  in  the  same  class  and  habits  as 
Apricot  Glow — the  former  is  to  be  preferred.  Gay  Hussar — strawberry  pink  to 
orange,  good  sized  flowers  on  a  medium  tall  spike,  a  strong  color  combination 
and  quite  popular.  Nancy  Hanks— pink,  orange  and  apricot  blendings  on  a 
medium  sized  spike.  Helen  Howard — pink  to  amber ;  nice  sized  flowers  on  tall 
spike — only  fairly  consistent  in  its  production. 

LAVENDER — Minuet — the  best  shade  of  lavender,  continues  to  hold  its  position 
as  the  leader,  nice  sized  spikes  with  large  flowrers.  Eearly  Melody — a  new  variety 
that  is  not  as  clear  in  color  as  Minuet,  but  early  and  a  very  fine  lavender  to  pink; 
large  flowers  on  tall  and  erect  spikes  ;  a  very  easy  forcer  and  very  dependable. 
This  variety  has  met  with  easy  acceptance  and  will  be  one  of  our  leading  com¬ 
mercial  varieties.  Dr.  Moody — a  nice  shade  of  lavender  on  a  strong  spike,  is  not 
as  dependable  at  times,  producing  its  flowers  in  bad  form.  Opalescent — lavender 
pink  flowers  of  fair  size  on  a  strong  wiry  spike,  not  as  dependable  as  it  should  be, 
but  has  been  in  use  for  several  years. 

YELLOW — Yellow  Wonder  (K) — early  light  yellow,  good  sized  flowers  on  a 
strong,  willowy  spike,  well  liked  and  forces  very  well.  Yellow  Favorite — with 
habits  very  similar  to  Yellow  Wonder,  but  is  a  diffused  yellow  with  deeper  throat 
of  a  brown  caste.  Golden  Frills — very  early,  clean  nice  yellow  with  sharp  small 
scarlet  mark  in  throat — ruffled  and  one  of  the  very  earliest  to  bloom.  It  is  primu- 
linus,  small  flowers  and  short  grower,  But  forces  easily  and  a  good  producer,  being 
one  of  the  first  to  bloom,  the  variety  is  still  valuable  and  popular.  Gold  Eagle — 
very  early,  tall  heavy  forcer  with  small  flowers  that  do  not  open  wide,  very  early 
and  many  thousands  are  forced  every  year.  Golden  Dream — a  late  tall  strong 
yellow,  these  flowers  do  not  open  very  well ;  it  is,  however,  forced  in  quantities. 
Golden  Glow — has  very  similar  habits  to  Golden  Dream,  a  little  lighter  in  color 
and  opens  a  little  wider  with  similar  habits. 

ORANGE-RED — Orange  Queen — early  and  a  very  nice  shade  of  orange,  a  primu- 
linus  producing  nice  willowy  spikes,  grown  extensively  and  popular.  Dr.  Bennett 
— an  excellent  color,  large  bright  scarlet  flowers,  fine  spike  and  can  be  forced 
most  successfully,  the  most  popular  red.  Commander  Koehl — a  large  scarlet — not 
as  clear  as  Dr.  Bennett,  on  a  strong  spike,  one  of  the  newer  ones  doing  nicely. 
Dr.  Nelson  Shook — rose  red — heavy  growth — does  fairly  well  as  a  forcer.  Copper 
Bronze — the  name  implies  the  color  of  this  primulinus,  produces  its  strong,  slender 
spikes  easily  and  is  grown  in  quantities — being  one  of  the  older  varieties. 
PURPLE-NOVELTY — Charles  Dickens — purple  violet,  grows  well,  tall  willowy 
spikes.  Troubador — clear  purple,  strong  spikes  and  forces  quite  well.  Mother 
Machree — a  blending  of  neutral  shades  with  lavender  and  cream,  a  desirable  nov¬ 
elty  color,  tall  spikes  that  force  quite  well  and  is  being  used  more  each  year.
